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AD ir is and much to be Lamented, that Perſons Indued with Reaſon 
and Underſtanding, ſhould abandon themſelves to ſuch Vices, as promt 
them to their Ruine, no greater Inſtance of which can at apy time 
appear, than what is contained in the following pages, being an km- 
partial Account of the Sufferings, &c. of Five Notorious Ma 
Vit. James Watts, Peter Barnwell, Davicl De Coiner alias Walker, Richard 
Jones, and Fave Voff alias Roberts, and of theſe their former manner 
of Life, Behaviour, and Penitency, Laſt Dying Words, Cc. as they 

ane in Order. 
{ares Watts and Peter Barnwell, were Perſons well Deſcended and Born, eſpe- . 
mlly the former to plentiful Eſtates, but carly leaving their Parents, .and defpi- 
| thoſe ways they propoſed for their happy ſubſiſtance, and being grown uptg + 
of Maturity, addited themſelves to the Modiſh Gallantry of the; Town, 
a to maintain rheir Grandure, and keep their Extravagant Humour at Heighs, 
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and ſpent fo profuſely, that in the end, though by difierent ways they came tg 
Acriſis, vet having Worthy Friends, they procurcd Places of Command abroad, 
1 the Quality of Captains, being by that means a long time abſent, bur their 
Companies Disbanded they again rerurn'd,and became great Company Keepers, fre. 
qu-nting Gaming, Ordinaries , and ſuch places of Relort; ill art laſt they were 
taken at Chdſey, and brought to Newgate, fgr Robbing Kichara Winlow on the 
Highway, on the 16th of Seprember 1684. near Stoaking-Chrch, and taking from 
him and his Wife, a Gelding value 104. together with a Saddle, Money, Beads, 
Rings, Scarves, and a Handkerchief, - which- being proved againſt them the lak 
Sefhons, thev were Convicted, and received Sentznce of D2ath,when being recon- 
veved to Newgate} by their. Friends they earneltly laboured-tfor a Pardon, a 
pearing mnch dejected, and very defirous to live, promiſing Amendment of Life, 
ard behaving themſelves very meckly, giving great attention to thoſe thar Inſtry- 
(ted them and their Fellow Convicts, in martcrs relating to Salvation; ownin 
ſeverally, thar they had been grievous Sii ners, and were Concious of many No- 
torious Crimes of which they heartily repented, deſiring the Pious Prayers of all 
good Chriſtians, and ſo from day to day as opportunity offered, they continued 
to conſult, Mr. Ordinary and other Dzvines (that out of a Charitable Inclination 
came to viſit them) about their Immortal Wellfare, till che Faral Day came, 
whereon they Suffered. 

Being pur into A Cart rogether, they were with the reſt Conveyed to the place 
of Execution;where Crt. Warts boldly declared with much Re ſolution,this willingneſs to 
dy reproving a Gentleman for his needleſs ſorrow, who ſtemed greatly concern- 
ed at his misfortune, telling him he was altogether willing, and as he hoped pre- 
pared for Death, yet would have the SpeCtators take warning by his untimely 
and diſgraceful End, which he had often deſerved, but now it was Gods pleaſure, 
and not till now, to bring him to it, wherefore he as willingly ſubmitted to the pun- 
iſhment, being asked bya Divine, What Religion he dyed in, he anſwered in the A- 

{tolick Carholick Religion, according to the Church uf England as by Law 

Rabliſhed, dying in Charity with all Men, and believing all the Articles of the 
Chriſtian Faith, hoping in, and relying on, the merus of his dear Redeemer, Ac- 
knowledging that Mr. Ordinary as likewiſe other Divines had taken great pains 
with him, and again expreſſed, a willingneſs to dy, uttering his words very 
Charefully. Em 

Capt. Barnwel by Birth, an Ir:ſþ Man born in the County of Dablin, with a 
loud voice, deſired the People who thronged in great Numbers to ſee him dr, 
that they would' rake Example by him, and above all, beware of bad Company, 
which had brouzht himto that place, for he had unhappily fallen into the Society 
of ſuch as had ruined him, little conſidering at that time the fatal conſequences 
that attended ſuch a, misfortunc, often requeſting all that heard him, to let him 
be a warning to them, and that by his Example they would be warned not to 
be lead away under gpecious pretences of Friend ſhip, or hopes. of gain, adding 
he never. took any thing out of any Mans Pocker by violence, or uſed him ungently, 
nor would he abſolutcly own his teing atthe Robery, but being newly cometo 
Town, he was about to depart for I[relind, but falling into the Company of di 
vers Perſons, who made ſome overrures to him, he was detained and frequent- 
ed their haunts till the time he was taken, yet deſired God to forgive all thoſe 
through whoſe means he fell into the miſery he was ro undergo, Profeſſing tim 
ſzIf a Roman Cathofick, and that he dycd in the Communion of the Church of 
Rome, ſaying he and all his Family and Relations were Loyal to their Kiog, de- 
fireing thoſe that heard him to be fo likewite. Imploreing Gods Bleſſing on the 
King and Kirgdom , as alio upon his Royal Highneſs and the reſt of the Roy- 
al Progeny, wiſhing he hada Thouſand Lives to looſe for them, and m-ny times 
repeating his misforrune; was bccaſioned through his Afſociating himſelf with bed 
Company, and as often defired the Auditors to rake notice, he died a Koman Cz 
tholick, -and hoped for Salvation, through the Blyod of Jeſus Chriſt, alledging, 
he did nor latcly chooſe or embrace that Religion, bur had been all along, or at 
leaſt moſt part of his days brought up in ir. : 

Daniel D' Coiner a Frenchman by Birth, and a Native as he confeſſed of. Brit- 
tany,/ a Province of that Kingdom, having Travelled into divers Parts, and mucir: 
addited himfelf to Study the Nature of Mettals, ar length carae to Pars, _—_ 
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he undertook to Refine and Guild Coarſe Mettals, reducing them to a greater 
Value, getting thereby conſiderably, bur not ſo content having received Inſtrutti- 
ons from one of his Companions, he procured Stamps and other Materials, for 
Coining counterfeir Money refembling Gold and Silver, and ſoon grew expert ar 


the trade, ſo that having pur divers cheats upon the Tradeſmen, and Merchants, 
and his praQices beginning to be diſcovered, he ſome ycars fince came for Eng- 


lted with his Wife, and altering his Name to that of Walker, fell ro Coining En- 
lſp Monies, as Guinneys, Half Guinneys, Mill'd Crowns, and Half Trowns,&c, 
and found means by the aſſiſtance of ſeveral Perſons "no honeſter than himſelf, r6 
put away great quantities , allowing them conſiderably for their diſpoſing chem, 


as Guinnies at 10 x. a piece, and 2x s. of his Counterfeit Mill'd "Money to the” 


und, viz. for 20s. good, but in the height of his ſEcuriry, as he was preparing, , 


for 1reland, to pur a cheat upon that Kingdom ( as well he might for his pieces 


were { nearly reſembling the true ones, 'that they would deceive rhe skillful) 


he was diſcovered by one of his accomplices, and a conſiderable quantity of the 
Counterfeits, rogether with all his Implements taken, fo that being brought upon 
his Tryal, although he denyed the aQive Coining, as likewiſe, the Clipping of 
King Charles the Firſt's Half Crowns, and Queen Elizabeth ſhillings, upon plain 
oofs he was found Guilty of the former, though not of the fatter, his Wife who 
was Tryed with him being Acquitted of both. | 
Receiving Sentence to be Drawn, Hang'd and Quartered, he was carryed back 
to Newgate, and gave himſelf up to Melancholy, much bewailing his unhappy 
ſtate, yet greatly flattering himſelf with hopes of a Pardon, for that he had diſ- 
covered divers Clippers and Coiners, and amongſt the reſt George Clark and his 


Wife, who were Convicted upon his and other Evidence, and that if he might ' 


Live, he ſaid he would make greater diſcoveries, but the Warrant being Signed 
for his Execution, and he defired to be mindful of the Approaching day of his 
Diſſolution, and not vain!y flatter himſelf with hopes of Life ; he betook him fer- 
vently to Prayer, confeſſing he had been a great Sinner, and that he had deceiv- 
ed many Hundreds, to whom he was not capable of making reſtitution, defiring 
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God to take pity on him, and not to lay his fins to his Charge, and that he would . 
find a means to provide for his poor Wife, whom his Miſcarriages had ruined;and 


ſo continued very ſenile of Deaths near approach. 


| Arriving at the Place of Execution ina Sledge, and there put into the Cart he was | 
tyed up apart from the reſt, and ſtrictly Examined, who with a low Voice, con- 
feſſed his Guilr, and defired God to Pardon him ; ſaying, it was for wicked Lucre 


fake, that he Committed that great Wickedneſs, imploring thoſe preſent to Pray 


for him, and joyn with him' in Prayer, in order to recommend his Soul to the-. 
Searcher of all Hearts, that his Iniquities-might be Pardoned and done away,and 


thereupon he Prayed to himſelf with up-lifted Hands, which he was obſerved ro 
do, cven ro the lareſt moment of his Life, defiring all Perſons that they would 
avoid the Sin of Covetouſneſs, which roo often proyes a ſhare to the Soul, ang 


had brought him to ſhame and confuſion, yer he willingly ſubmitred, and forgave. 


thoſe thar had brought him to the Place, where he was to Suffer. 


Richard Jones a Notorious Liver, known to be concerned in many Robberies, ' 


and reputed to be of a profuſe Life from his Childhood, ſorting himſelf wich di- 

vers of no better Fame, and after many eſcapes for ſmall matters emboldened to 

greater Miſchief, it appeared he had obſerved the dwelling of Elizabeth Fairbank 

o Ancient Woman in Pickad ly, and finding ſhe was conſiderably well to paſs,-a

t was laid againſt her Life, to ger her Money and what elſe was of Value, 


nor ſtudied the Confpirators long, how to pur their reſolves in prattice, for on 
the Faral 20th of 4pril lait, the aforeſaid Rickard ones, Charles Tooly, and john 
Wye, entring ſomewhar late, under pretence of Drinking or ſome ſuch like occa- 
ſion, two of them Murthered her by twiſting her Neck, ſtopping her, Mouth with 
Handkerchicfs, and bruſing her in divers places, whilſt the other ſtood Centry, 
and taking all they thought convenient fied; but the Murther being rumored a- 
broad, and the Murtherers Guilty Conſciences accuſing them, they Fled into Hol. 
land and Flanders, the Priſoner faying,. if he was taken he ſhould Dye for it, . ir 
appearing, he had been Burnt in the Hand formerly, for ſtcaling Perukes, bur 
Tooly dying beyond the Seas, and Guilty Conſciences ſtill haunting the other Par- 
tes, they could nor reſt till they returned, when Tech's Wife diſcloſing the 
Murther, and what happened ——— Fohn Wiſe was the laſt Quarter-Seſlions 
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Condemned and Executed, and Richard ones ſince taken Condemned and Sentep- 
ced the Scfſions following, not being able ro make any conſiderable defence, tho 
he faintly denyed the Fact, Sentence of Death paſt, and he remanded, he appear. 
ed much dejeted as being out of all hopes of a Pardon, his Crime being roo ha- 
nious to admit of Mercy , wherefore Mr. Ordinary and divers other Migiſters1a- 
boured with him to bring him to a right underſtanding of the ſad condition he wag in, 
which mitchief his ſins had brought upon him Fe. to whole advice he ſeriouſly hegrke- 
ning ſeemed greatly concerned abour Erernal matters relating to the Salvationofhis 
Soul, asking asan illiterate perſon, many queſtions and ſatisfying himſelf ag much ag 
he was capable in the Miſtery of the future ſtate &s. 

Ar the Place of Execution , being urged to confeſs the Murther, not only hy 
Mr. Ordinary, but by Faze Foff his Fellow Sufferer, and likewiſe his Father in Law | 
he anſwered doubtfuily ro their demands, although they reitteratcd their intreq- 
ries, laying before h:m the danger of Concealing a known Crime, and minding him 
he ſhortly muſt appear before his Maker, yet could they nor ger the ſecret from 
him, alchough he appeared very Penireat, Praying often and deſiring the Pray- 
ers of others, and that God would pardon his fins, aod forgive all his Treſpalſes, 
as he freely forgave the whole World, ſubmitting to what the Law had allogred, 
owning he had many great and grievous Crimes, that had called down vengeance 
on him, and that Gods Judgments had jultly overtaken him. 

Jenc Voſs alias Roberts , fo noroitions for ſhophifring and other Roberies of the like . 
nature, that to name her might be enough to give the Reader a Charafter of her. 
life whoſe frequent felonies and often Convictions have made her knuwn to moſt in 
and about Londen, ſhe having been above 12 times in Newgate, and ſeveral timgs, 
Condemned ro dye, &c. but the Faral one happened in April laſt, for ſtealing a; 
Tankard, &c. when uſing her former Artifices, in hopes ta gain rime in order &, 
procure a Pardon, ſhe having drunk about a Gallop of New Ale and Haney,: 
Pleaded her Belly, and upon inquiry of Women, was returned to te with, quy , 
Child, but lying in Newgtt and no ſuch thing appearipg, ſhe was brought to the 
Seſſions Houſe the laſt Seſſions, and ordered to be Executsd on her former Seq-, 
tance, upon Which being much conſternated, ſhe uſed many endeavaurs tg prg-, 
cure a Reprieve or Pardon, applying her ſelf by her Friends to ſeveral Petting 
of Quality , but her Offences being ſo many and fotmer Grace and Mercy, pot” 
being of force ro Reclaim her, no place was found for ſuch a favour, which ſhe; 
perceiving, greatly lamented her unhappy ſtate, and promiſed amendment if her, 
days might be prolonged, deſiring the Prayers of all goad People, bur above all,;, 
grieved that ſhe had been the cauſe of many falling into bad courſes, which hat. 
brought them to untimely ends, for according to report no leſs than 7 Perſons, 
whom had paſſed for her Husbands, have at ſereral times been Executed for Roz. 
beries, &c. the fatal day come, and ſhe brought ro the Place appointed, 

Being asked; how ſhe found her ſelf as to her Eternal ſtare,ſhe chearfully anſwer- 
ed never better, for through Chriſts Merits, and a firm Relyance on him by Faith, 
fhe doubted not of her Salvation; ſaying, it was true ſhe was a great Sinn&, 
and had many times narrowly eſcaped, but now it was come home to her, 4 
yet death was not fo terrible, as ſhe formerly ſuppoſed it, adding, that ſhe had 
once ſome hopes of a Pardon, but that vaniſhing, ſhe bertook her (elf more ear-, 
neſtly to Frayer, and that her conſcience told her, God had heard hzr, and had 
Compaſſion on her, and that it was a Mercy ſhe had fo much time to repent. , 

Thus far cach having had free Licence to ſpeak, &c, Mr. Ordinary Prayed: 
earneſtly with them, as likewiſe did ſeveral other Divines then preſent, admoniſh- 
ing them to recommend their-Souls into the Hands of their Merciful Redeemer, 
when (after the Caprgins had diſpaſed of what they thought fit to their Friends, 
and deſired to be Buried both in one Graye, the Pſalme likewiſe ſung) the Cart. 
drew away, leaving them in the Armes of Death to paſs into a vaſt. Erernity, & 
hopes of a Life more laſting, than that which Juſtice had deprived' them off, far 
their Offences. |
